spend week at Gallaudet 


Members of the World Federation of 
the Deaf Bureau are off to Cincinnati this 
week for the 100th birthday celebration of 
the National Association of the Deaf, after 
spending an action-packed week at Gal- 
laudet. 

The College played host last week to a 
group of about 16 persons when 
members of the WFD Bureau (board of 
directors), along with some spouses and 
daughters, flew into Washington June 22 
for a week as the guests of Gallaudet. 

The officials left here Sunday, June 29 
for Cincinnati, where they had earlier ac- 
cepted a formal invitation from the NAD 
to be their guests at the NAD Centennial 
Convention June 29 - July 5. A host of 
others from Gallaudet are also attending 
the NAD convention this week. 

While at Gallaudet, WFD Bureau 
members held their business meetings, 
toured the campus and met with a 
number of administrators to learn more 
about Gallaudet’s programs and deafness 
in the United States. 

The WFD members and their guests 
were the first large group to stay in the 
new Kendall School apartments. They in- 
cluded Dragoljub Vukotic of Yugoslavia, 
president of the WFD Bureau; Vittorio 
leralla of Italy, vice president emeritus; 
Vasil Panev of Bulgaria, vice president; 
Yerker Andersson of the USA, vice presi- 
dent; Vladimir Fufaev, of the USSR, vice 
president; Cesare Magarotto fo Italy, 
secretary general; Canon Tom Sutcliffe of 
Great Britain; Teodoro Manzanedo of 
Argentina; Andre Saint-Antonin of 


France; and Ms. Reynaud, president of 
the French Association of the Deaf. 

A planning committee including 
Yerker Andersson, Mervin Garretson, 
Jack Gannon, Eli Savanick and Jerry 
Jordan, organized activities of the group 
during the week. 

Last Monday, June 23, the group was 
welcomed by President Merrill and then 
intorduced to Gallaudet’s Under- 
graduate, Graduate and Pre-College 
Programs. They also toured the Look of 
Sound and had cocktails at the presi- 
dent’s house, followed by a dinner on 
campus. 

The group toured the White House 
and US Capitol on Tuesday, and in the 
afternoon they learned about Gallaudet’s 
Public Service Programs and the Inter- 
national Center on Deafness. 

A Bureau (board) meeting was held 
Wednesday, and the group then visited 
the NAD headquarters here, where they 
met with Al Pimentel.

Recently, I circulated a memorandum 
on campus explaining that the 
Auditorium parking lot would be sup- 
planted by the Field House Construction 
Project.

The Parking and Traffic Committee 
met last Wednesday, June 18, and put 
together a plan which is expected to 
relieve the parking “cruntch” by the 
beginning of the fall semester.

vehicles. 

In the meantime, parking on campus is 
still controlled by the 1979 zone parking 
plan. All persons who are unable to find 
space within their assigned area must 
park in the overflow zone. 

This overflow parking lot is located on 
Sixth Street, directly north of the Little 
Tavern sandwich shop and across the 
street from the old Plaza Chevrolet area 
(which is now being used by the Trans- 
portation Department). Across the street 
from this lot is a walkway which enters the 
campus near House 4.

The mean cost for the 13 institutions 
was $2.98 per million BTU consumed; 
Gallaudet cost was $3.16 or a price per 
million BTU of 6.04% higher than the 
mean of the 13 institutions. The mean 
million BTU consumption per gross 
square foot for the 13 institutions was 
0.3064; Gallaudet consumption was 
0.2851 or a consumption of energy of 
6.95% less than the mean of the 13 in- 
stitutions.

Energy tips 


Top Secret - a fact not well known is 
that using your air conditioner at driving 
speed does not necessarily reduce 
mileage. Modern cars are aerodynamical- 
ly designed such that they produce better 
gas mileage with the windows rolled up. 
The mileage penalty for an air con- 
ditioner is roughly offset by the mileage 
improvement with the windows up. 
Remember this is only at cruising speed. 
A super economy-minded nut might save 
gas by driving with the air conditioner off 
and the windows up. 

No Secret - a lighter car uses less fuel. 
Remove all but essential safety gear from 
your trunk (that outboard motor doesn’t 
really belong there anyway). Excess bag- 
gage in the car costs you a 1% gasoline 
consumption for each: 100 pounds, and 
142% in small cars. 

You're Getting Good Mileage? The 
world record for gas mileage is 376.59 
miles per gallon. Top speed was 12 miles 
per hour (when not coasting), the four 
regular tires were replaced with high pres- 
sure airplane tires, many parts were 
removed and many other items added 
(like insulation on the engine to hold heat 
in). You probably can’t beat this record 
with the car you drive but maybe it will 
give you an incentive to improve upon 
your own gas mileage.
